1. Based upon the submitted claims, the examiner notes that the claimed 'selecting' and 
'processor configured to select' are read as performing an algorithm to select the best copies 
of the received signal portions. 

2. The 'combining 'and 'processor configured to combine' are read as defined in the 
specification where the analog voltage waveform or signal power is added or averaged (as 
shown in fig. 13). 

3. The plurality of 'energies' as claimed is read as defined by the specification (page 14), as 
the energy of the analog voltage waveform.
